THE BOUNDARIES ARE DEFINED. 


Mail Carriers Will Cover the City 


Quite Thoroughly—Where 


Boxes Are Located. 


The long expected inauguration of 
the general free delivery system for 
the city of Brainerd will occur E ri- 
day morning, November I, and the 
announcement will be heralded with 
considerable joy by a majority of the 
residents of the city, for it has been 
felt for a long time that such a sys­ 
tem is one of the acquisitions that 
the city should have since it has 
grown to metropolitan proportions. 
Postmaster Ingersoll has devoted 
considerable time and labor in con­ 
nection with the installing of the 
system there being a myriad of little 
intricate details which must neces­ 
sarily be attended to before such a 
revolution in the manner of dealing 
out mail for Uncle Sam to the public 
can be accomplished. 
The work of 
laying out the districts for the differ­ 
ent carriers was done, of course, by 
an official of the government from 
another city. 
Everything is in readiness to be­ 
gin operations under the new system 
Friday morning. 
The extra office 
furniture req uired has been purchased 
and it has been placed in position. 
The carriers examined and appointed 
sometime ago, have purchased their 
suits and other details necessary 
have been completed. 
The public will be interested to 
know what districts will be covered 
by the different carriers aud what 
these districts 
comprise. 
Carrier 
No. I, Albert R. Cass, will cover all 
that portion of the city lying north 
of Laurel street, except one-half of 
a block on Sixth street between the 
alley where the postoffice is located 
and Laurel street, which consists of 
the Second-ward and business houses 
on Front street and the cross streets 
to Laurel street. 
Carrier No. 2, John Thompson, will 
take in the west side of Sixth street 
as far as Laurel from the postoffice, 
thence west on Laurel street from 
Sixth street to the river and all that 
portion of the city lying south of 
Laurel street, 
including Southeast 
Brainerd. 
His territory will take in 
the First, Fourth and Kifth wards. 
Carrier No. 3, James J. Nolan, will 
start in the east side of Sixth street 
opposite the postoffice and will go 
as far as Laurel, thence east on 
Laurel to the ravine. 
From this 
point he will cross the bridge and 
take in that part of the city known 
as East Brainerd. 
Another interesting point iii con­ 
nection with the system will be the 
boundaries. 
The first district, or 
the Second ward, will be entirely 
covered, the carrier starting from 
Front street north, the boundary be­ 
ing Bluff avenue west, north and 
east. On the south side the delivery 
will be made to Willow' street on 
Sixth, Tamarac on Seventh, Hazel 
street on Broadway and Quince street 
on Ninth and Tenth streets. 
In 
Southeast Brainerd 
the limit will 
extend to the corner of Rosewood on 
Fifteenth street, on 
East Pine to I 
Sixteenth street and on Oak, Maple, I 
Norwood and East Laurel to Eigh­ 
teenth street. 
In Northeast Brain­ 
erd delivery will be made on Kin- 
died, Farrar, Forsyth and Pine to! 
Fifth street. 
On Prescott, Myrtle, 
Pearl and Ash the delivery will be 
made to Third street. 
Running north I 
from Ash the delivery will extend to j 
Kinsey avenue on Third and Fourth j 
-.treats, and from Kinsey Fourth J 
street will also be included as far as ; 
Washington. 
These limits were established by 
the department and until carriers 
become proficient the name may be 
curtailed in some port ions of the city ; 
where it is sparsely settled

Mail Carriers Wilt Cover the City 


Quite Thoroufhly-Where 


Botes Are Located. 


The loog expected inauguration of 
the general free delivery eystem for 
the city of Brainerd will occur Fri- 
day morning, November I, and the 
announcement will be heralded with 
considerable joy by a majority of the 
residents of the city, for it has been 
felt for a long time that such a sys­ 
tem is one of the acquisitions that 
the city should have since it has 
grown to metropolitan proportions. 
Postmaster Ingersoll has devoted 
considerable time and labor in con­ 
nection with the installing of the 
system there beicg a myriad of little 
intricate details which must neces­ 
sarily be attended to before such a 
revolution in the manner of dealing 
out mail for Uncle 'Sam to' the public 
can be accomplished. 
The work of 
laying out the districts for the differ­ 
ent carriers was done, of course, by 
an official of the government from 
another city. 
Everything is in readiness to be­ 
gin operations under the new system 
Friday morning. The extra office 
furniture required has been purchased 
and it has been placed in position. 
The carriers examined and appointed 
sometime ago, have purchased their 
suits and other details necessary 
have been completed. 
The public will be interested to 
know what districts will be covered 
by the different carriers and what 
these districts comprise. Carrier 
No. 1, Albert K. Cass, will cover all 
that portion of the city lying north 
of Laurel street, except one-half of 
a block on Sixth street between the 
alley where the postoffice is located 
and Laurel street, which consists of 
the Second* ward and business bouses 
on Front street and the cross streets 
to Laurel street. 
Carrier No. 2, John Thompson, will 
take in the west side of Sixth street 
as far as Laurel from the postoffice, 
thence west on Laurel street from 
Sixth street to the river and all that 
portion of the city lying south of 
Laurel street, including Southeast 
Brainenl. 
His territory will take in 
the First, Fourth and Fifth wards.

Every person who willfully and 
maliciously injures, tears down or 
destroys any letter box, pillar box or 
receptacle established bv the post­ 
master general for the safe deposit of 
matter for the mail or delivery, or 
wh<4willfully and maliciously assanlts 
any letter carrier when in uniform 
anil while engaged on the letter route 
in the discharge of his duty as letter 
carrier, or any person who willfully 
aids or assists therein, shall for every 
such offense be punished by a fine 
not less than $100 nor more than 
$1000, or by imprisonment for not 
leas than one year nor more than 
three. 
Attention is called to this section 
so that boys who may not be well in­ 
formed as to postal regulations in 
regard to interference with the street 
boxes, may lie warned, as it is not 
thought that an older person would 
be guilty of any #ueb offense. 
There will be two deliveries every 
‘day, except Sundays, one commenc­ 
ing at 8 a. m. and the other com­ 
mencing at 2 p. m. 
Mail will be col­ 
lected from the boxes by the carriers 
on their return trips. In the business 
portion of the city two additional 
collections will be made one at II a. 
in. ami the other at 7 p. m. 
There will lie no Sunday delivery, 
the carriers'windows at the postoffice 
being open from 9 until 10 a. m. on 
that day the same as the general de­ 
livery, and patrons who are served 
by carrier can get their mail by call­ 
ing at the window. 
The windows 
will be numbered and if carrier No 
1 delivers the mail at vour bouse or
